Proposed Drainage Programs Can 
Solve Local Flooding Problem 

Are Quad-Cityans destined to have serious flood¬ 
ing problems every time there is a heavy rain? They 
need not be, if adequate drainage lines ore installed. 

Is It better to endure the flooding and then conclude 
.during dry weather that sewers are not badly needed? 
Any such head in the sand" outlook cannot be the 
answer, for the community is falling farther behind in 
its drainage needs as it grows outward, a growth occur- 
ring in spite of, not because of,present drainage facill- 

Positive steps to improve local drainage are in^ 
order, and positive action has been started. In Granite 
C-ity, an engineering firm is conducting a detailed sur¬ 
vey financed by a $120,000 federal grant and will pre¬ 
sent recommendations on the. location and size of lines 
that should be added. In Madison, a. new drainage 
program has been scheduled and will be financed 
partly by the East Side Levee and Sanitary district and 
partly by a loan from the city’i bridge surplus. In 
Venice, a new sewer line and catch basins are being 
installed along Broadway and additional improvements 
are planned. 

Each rain that deluges this area adds to the evi¬ 
dence that more drainage trunk lines and laterals are 
needed. Flooded yards, streets and homes are damag¬ 
ing from the standpoints 'pf health, convenience, cost 
and appearance, but when there is no stormwater 
sewer the water must accumulate and remain until it 
can soak into the ground. In areas where there are im¬ 
pervious streets, flooding is more acute. Sections which 
receive water from nearby areas pose the largest 
problem. 

The solution is a comprehensive program to meet 
at least minimum drainage needs, and it is heartening 
to know that action is underway in all three local cities. 
Particularly in Granite City, where the program is to be 
submitted to voters for approval, full public under¬ 
standing and support will be necessary if the drainage 
question is to b* finally resolved. 

Principle At Stake In Reports 
Of Widespread Petty Dishonesty 

Reports of dishonesty among employees and 
officers of business firms and governmental agencie.s, 
while somewhat difficult to believe fully, indicate thefts 
by a large percentage of the people involved, with 
the total loss topping $1,000,000 a year at some com¬ 
panies. Some corporations have gone so’far as to give 
lie detector tests to all their personnel in an effort to 
** reduce stealing. 

The thefts run the gamut from unauthorized appro- 
. priation of pencils, paper clips, stationery and stamps 
to pilfering of small articles and even to hauling out 
large quantities of the items produced by a firm. There 
seems to be no uniform pattern in the type of employ¬ 
ees who become involved-those with high income as 

well as low Income have been caught. However, in most 
cases it has developed that they were attempting to 
live beyond their means, or that their larceny had be¬ 
come a habit early in their employment and they had 
been unable to break it. 

Another trend noted is that somehow people are 
able to rationalize their activities because they affect 
a large, seemingly solvent firm or the anonymous 
"Uncle San," rather than an individual. They frequent¬ 
ly make pbstly toll calls on the company telephone, 
but’wodld not think of such an impropriety while in a 
friend's or neighbor's home. 

Perhaps the reports are exaggerated, although 
they appear to be well documented. At any rate, the 
best answer would seem to be clearer realization of 
the principle involved — that stealing is stealing, 
whether it involves a penny or thousands of dollars^ 
and whether it is from an individual, a business or 
the government. 


Boating Accidents Emphasize 
Need To Follow Safety Rules 

The local boating accident that resulted in drown¬ 
ing of a Granite City woman last week is a tragic but 
not a rare occurrence. Boating is becoming an Increas¬ 
ingly popular pastime, and over 40,000,000 people in 
this country now include it in their recreation. With 
rivers and takes becoming more and more crowded, 
about 1300 persons are losing their lives each year. 

More than half of the pleasure boat fatalities 

result from capsizing and operator negligence-falling 

^ overboard, reckless operation, making too sharp a turn, 
/ standing up or overloading the boat. These types of 
mishaps could be greatly reduced, and caution could 
aid in avoiding or minimizing the danger from logs and 
other submerged objects. Importance of observing all 
rules of safe boating, including wearing of life-preserv¬ 
ers, cannot be overemphasized. 

Water mishaps are likely to become an increas¬ 
ingly serious problem here and thoughout the country 
due to the population growth and greater interest In 
boating. The number participating in use of recreational 
boats today is expected to rise to 60,000,000 by 1970, 
the National 3afety Council estimates. The current 
annual expenditure of $2,500,000,000 is due to triple 
in this decade. About half of the 8,000,000 present 
boats are used for fishing, 30 V. for cruising and 20*/. 
for water skiing. 

Boating and other water sports are undoubtedly 
here to stay, but if is unfortunate that each summer 
several deaths are recorded in this area from river 
accidents. Experienced boat operators know that safety 
and common sense must be given top consideration. 
Converts to the sport should leapt this lesson quickly, 
for their own good ond the safety of others. 

With a second local drowning during the week¬ 
end, even more emphasis must be placed on water 

Municipal Code Will Aid All In 
{Learning Details Of City Laws 

Laws are passed so rapidly and in such great 
volume ot Springfield that it becomes impossible for 
attorneys, the public and even the legislators to keep 
track of them until the state statute books are revised 
and printed. 

By the same token, so many ordinances aVe adopt¬ 
ed by city councils in transacting municipal business 
each year that if becomes difficult for anyone — in¬ 
cluding the city officials whose duty it is to enforce 
them — to know all of the laws. 

For this reason, preparation of an 80-page munici¬ 
pal code, replacing 41 volumes containing nearly 2000 
city laws, should prove of great value in Granite City. 
Copies are to be presented to city officials and will 
be sold to the public. 

First step in preserving law and order is full 
knowledge of the existing laws. While it eventually 
will become outdated, the new -municipal code should 
prove helpful to all in keeping informed on the subject 
and contents of city laws.
